tional iu many of its features, was perpetrated on 
last New Year's morning at the private residence of 
Mr. Aaron Ward, Jr., living in Newark, New Jersey. 
Vhe burglary was committed about 2 o’clock in the 
morning, during which Mre.{Ward was shot by the 
felon, the ball lodging in the luckless woman’s left 
breast, just above the heart, though, fortunately, it 
is now believed not to be fatal, The infamous per- 
petrator was a negro, hitherto a comparitive stran- 
erin Newark, and until lately, an inmate in the 
State Penitentiary at Trenton, whither he had been 
ent lor a former burglary. 


He succeeded, after the E 


murderous assault on Mrs. Ward, in effecting his $ 


escape trom the house and retreating into congenial 
jarhuess, before any one could arrive to identify or 
uvest him, taking with him two valuable gold 
watches, the property, respectively, of Mrs. Ward 
nd her husband, with a few other articles of lesser 
value. The black criminal was at first supposed to 
Ke a white man in a negro disguise, as it was 
thought quite unlikely that a solitary negro, alone 
vid on his own individual responsibility, would have 
the audacity, and that confidence in his own rascally 
hill, as to venture upon such a burglary upon a cit- 
en of the personal and social standing of Mr. W. ; 
though Mrs. Ward continually insisted that the per- 
petrator was a veritable negro. And so the fact 
turns oft to be. He committed the outrageous 
crime alone, unaided and unprompted by any one, 
Phis the felon freely confesses. All the leading cir- 
cumstances connected with this latest negro depre- 
dation, from the commission of the crime and the 
excape of the criminal, down to and including his

Horrible Domestic Tragedy. 


A WIFE MURDERED BY HER HUSBAND. 
HE ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


A horrible trdgedy, says a Louisville, Ky. paper 
of the 29th ult,, aud one which has no equal in the 
anuals of crime in our city, was brought to light 
yesterday morning—a wife being brutally murdered 
by her husband, who afterwards attempted to com- 
mit suicide, which attempt may prove effective, as 
at the time of the present writing the in ana 
vee is lying in a very precaniouy con- 
dition, A \ 

The author of the tragedy is Jobn Perkins, amar 
60 years of age, who, in addition to his murdered 
wite, has a family of five children. He has resided 
for a number of years in this city, and been a 
member of one of our leading religious denomina- 
tions, and enjoyed the fullest confidence of all who 
know him. For some eight years he was night 
watchman at the oil mill of Waters & Fox, and, it 
will be remembered, that a short time ago the firm, 
having missed various sums of money, set a trap 
lo catch the thief who nightly entered their vault, 
little thinking at the time that their trusty friend, 
John Perkins, would fall into the hands of the ofli- 
cers; but such was the case, as he was caught in 
the very act of robbing the safe. He was arrested, 
tried, convicted and sentenced before the circuit 
court of this county at the last term, to two years 
confinement in the state prison ; but, on account of 

his old age and the dependency of his family, 
was pardoued by the government. The greatest 
sympathy was felt for the old mau, and his friends 
hoped that he would return from the path of sin 
into which he had been allured, and again return 
tothe path of honesty and rectitude, but in this 
their hopes were to be blasted, as will be seen from 
the sequel which follows below. 

The place of the tragedy is a three-story brick 
house on Market strevt, between Thirteenth and 
lourteenth, the family of Perkins occupying the 
second story und the rear room of the third. It 
was in the room that Mr. Perkins, his wife, one 
daughter and son slept, the eldest members of the 
family occupying the lower story. The room in 
which the bloody deed was enacted, was a small, 
dark one,and one well adapted for the perpetration 
of a crime without detection. 

The particulars of the affair, that is, as it actual- 
ly occurred, can be better understood by the tes- 
timony of the daughter of the deceased, the only 
witness examined before the coroner’s jury, which 
is-as follows : 

Kosa Perkins, being sworn, testified that on 
Thursday her mother went out to spend the day, 
and, on her return home in the afternoon, her hus- 
band (Jno. Perkins) was very angry. They retir- 
ed at the usual hour last night, nothing unusual 
transpiring, the witness and her brother occupying 
the same room 4s their parents. About 2 o’clock 
in the morning witnesss was awakened by her fa- 
iher talking in a loud voice to her mother, he 
standing by the bedside with a razor in his hand. 
‘The next she saw was her fatber strike her mother 
across the throat with the razor and heard her mo- 
ther scream, «*Oh! dear Rosa.’ Perkins then 
started towards witness, wlio seized her brother 
und ran towards the door, aud, as she reached the 
saline, her father said: «+ Look in the trunk and 
you will find the record which ] have been prepar- 
ing for some time,”’? Perkins then, with his left 
hand, caught hold of Lis chin, and with his right 
drew the razor across his throat, The witness 
then gave the alarm to ihe inmates of the house, 
who at ouce hastened to the third story of the 
building. The scene after the tragedy was & most 
horrible one, the mother lying upon the bed a 
corpse with her throat cut from ear to ear, and by 
her side her life-companion weitering in his gore, 
the razor, the iustrument which had let out the 
lite-blood, lying on the floor, The scene of that 
room may be imagined, but cannot be described by 
the pen of an artist, 

On examination into the trunk the record he re- 
terred to was no doubt found, in the shape of the 
following letter addressed to Florisa Perkins, his 
eldest daughter, which is as follows: 

«My Dear Davucuter—My heart is broken and 
tified with sorrow and troubie. I am compelled 
to go to extremes. J want you to take cure of 
Charles too and William and do the best you can.

'o the latter portion of the letter there was no 
sicnatnre, which would lead one to the belief that 
ne had been contempiating the tragedy for several 
days, and had written the Jetter at different times. 
it ‘s cenerally believed that Perkins was deranged, 
whie) derangement was occasioned by his trial and 

wiction for his crimes at Waters & Fox’s. 

The portions of the letter which we omit pub- 
lishing. and which are marked by stars, refer to 
some family matters and reflections upon other 
parties engaged at the will. 

The old man, at a Jate hour last night, was in a 
very precarious condition, with but little hopes en- 
tertained for his recovery, The tragedy, all in all, 
is one of the most melancholy and horrible that we 
have been called npon to record for a long time, 
the murdered wife being forty-one years of age, 
while the husband, over whose head sixty winters 
had passed, and who should against the assassin 
have shut the door, and not himself bore the knife, 
became the munderer. 


Terrible Tragedy at New UIm, Minn. 
FULL PARTICULARS OF THE SHOCKING 
AFFAIR. 


THE BODIES OF THE SLAUGHTERED MEN NOT YET 
; FOUND. 

From late Mankato papers, we gather the sub- 
joined details of one of the most horrible deeds of 
murder that ever occurred in that heretofore peace- 
ful region :— 

It appears that on Christmas day, the citzens of 
Now Ulm and vicinity were celebrating that day ; as 
is usual on such occasions, many drunk to excess 
and drunken half-crazed men were abundant. 

About noon en that day, Mr. Alexander Camp- 
bell and George Liscom, of this place—lately sol- 
diers in Company H. Second Minnesota Infantry— 
arrived at New Ulm, en ronte for this place, on 
their return from a trapping expedition in the vic- 
inity of Leavenworth, Brown county. They stop- 
ped at New Ulm, probably with the intention of 
staying until next morning ; and as might be expect- 
ed, considering their surroundings, and the fact 
that they had been on the frontier some time, they 
concluded to juin ia the festivities, and with this 
intention they visited Messrs. Zvibr & Houenstein’s 
saloon. Here they drank several times, and having 
met an old soldier comrade, were having a jovial 
time. During the interval between drinks, one re- 
port says, they were imitating Indian dances, flour- 
ishing their knives and so on, but all good natured- 
ly, and not interfering with or molesting any other 
persons. Spinner drummed for them on a kettle. 
They again cajled for something to drink, and the 
barkeeper says that supposing they had not paid, 
Liscom was put out of the back door. There being 
other parties outside, Campbell started to go out 
to him, and Spiune: took hold of and tried to pre- 
vent him from getting out. During the scuflle 
Campbell stabbed him. The knife entered his left 
leg, on the inside and near the hip joint, severing 
the main or fermular artery, and cutting a gash au 
inch‘or two in width. 

Placing his hand upon the wound to stop the 


flow of blood, Spinner called to persons standing by’ 


to save him something with which to defend him- 
self, and they gave him a hatchet. With this he 
struck at Liscom, hitting him on the rigbt side of 
the face between the the nose and eye, and inflict- 
‘ing a severe and fatal wound. Repeating the blow, 
Liscom was felled to the ground, Then, turning, 
Spinner made for Campbell with the hatchet, and 
the barkecper says he struck him, but not with suf- 
ficient force to inflict serious injury. When ques- 
tioned as to Campbell’s reason for wanting to go 
out, he said he did not know the reason, nor why 
Spinner wanted to keep bim in. This occurred be- 
tween two and three o’clock. This version of the 
affair was given to the committee of citizens sent 
m this place. 

Both m and Campbell attempted to make 
their escape, but were pursued and captured by the 
crowd. Campbell inquired for the Sheriff, and 
that officer being present, the boys called upon bim 
to protect them. Both were then taken to the jail 
_-Liscom supported and assisted along to two men 
_where they were handcuffed and closely confined, 

* Soon after they were imprisoned, a mob of drunk- 
en and excited men, variously estimated at from 
tty te one hundred and fifty men, surrounded the 
jail, broke it open, and rescued the ope 
“till handcuffed,aod one of them —Lleoom—seons - 
ly wounded, they were brought ont. Instantly they 
were asspulted by the infuriated mob, with clubs 
and sticks of cordwood, repes placed around their 
necks, and dragged through the streets,  Liscom 
was beaten to death, and while being dragged along. 
Campbell was stabbed three or tour times by a 
drunker soldier of Company A. Tenth Regular In- 
fantry, stationed at Fort Ridgley. The two men 
—one doad and the other rendered insensible by 
beating and stabbing—their bodies, mangled and

and Liscom to New Ulm with his team, attempted 
to interfere and appealed to the mob fo spare the 
life of Campbell, who had done to merit 
such a fate, but he was told that unless he would 
leave "Delse a still ~ would serve him the ve 
way. one empparativel wer! 
Merril! was forced to desist and quietly witnoss the 
murder of his two comrades. © 

The bodies were hung up at or near the jail. 
This took place about four or five o’clock in the 
afternoon, and as late as twelve o’clock the same 
bight they were sfill hanging, Mr. Merrill and Mr. 
Geo, Owens, of Butternut-Valley, of this county, 
both at New Ulm ‘at the time of the banging, 
watched the bodies until that hour, but the night 
being very cold, they were compelled to absent 
themselves for atime to warm, and during their 
sbsence the remains were taken down and concealed 
at some place to them unknown. 


The Misfortunes of a Bridal Couple. 


EXTRAORDINARY DOINGS IN A WASH- 
INGTON HOTEL. 


About four weeks ago, says the Washington, 
(D. C.) Star of the 4tb inst., a young gentleman, 
who gave his name as Nye, appeared at the board- 
ing house of Mr. Park, on C street, between 2d 
and 3d streets, with agyoung;lady whom he repre- 
sented as his wife, and asked to see the rooms. 
Thc keeper of the house showed the pair several 
rooms, and finally they chose the back parlor, into 
which the young man had a piano placed for the 
lady, and soon they were living quite comfortably. 
The young man, as also the lady, informed the 
other occupants of the house that they had rocent- 
ly been married, and that he being a mail agent, 
couldn’t be home during the day. He appeared 
to be very regular in his habits, and was at home 
every evening, and in a short time they were 
looked upon by their fellow-boarders as quite an 
acquisition, Christmas times came, and the couple 
mixed with the others in the amusements gotten 
up in the house, and seemed to enjoy the fun 
amazingly ; but on New Year’s eve there came a 
change. The occupants of the house had mostly 
retired about*10 o’clock, not feeling inclined «to 
watch the New Year in’’—but were destined to 
have precious little sleep. About 11 o’clock the 
jingling of the door bell awoke some of the occu- 
pants, and the servant found at the door a stout 
middle-aged lady, accompanied by an able-bodied 
young man. They informed the servant that the 
lady was the mother and the gentleman the brother 
of Mrs. Nye, who they wished to see, and asked’ 
which was the room of the couple. The servant 
designated the room in question, and started up 
stairs, but had not gone many steps before screams 
of ‘murder’ from the room awoke the house. 
The proprietor, Mr. Park, sprung out of bed and 
hastily attempted to change his night-shirt for 
thicker appurel, but the frequency of the cries and 
the din from the room induced him to disregard 
all laws of etiquette, and down stairs he went to 
the room in question, followed by some of the 
boarders. Here they found that Mr. and Mrs. 
Nye had been hauled from bed, the former by the 
big brother and the latter by the mother of the 
lady. The young man was walking into Mr. N. 
with a stout stick, which he used mostly on his 
victim’s head, and be finding discretion the better 
part of valor, made break for the window, carrying 
the greater portion of the window-sash with him, 
and took refuge in the stable. While this was go- 
ing on the mother had her daughter over her knee 
and was applying raw hide to raw hide, giving her, 
in the language of a witness, ** Hail Columbia.” 
The spectators thinking that there should be mod- 
eration in all things, interposed and stopped this 
castigation, and heard the explanations of the par- 
ties, from which it appeared that the daughter had 
been recently married to a gentleman in New York 
and had run away from him‘and came here, taking 
up with Mr. Nye, who had been a former Jover. 

The mother and son were induced to Jeave the 
house, and the danghter retired to bed, suffering 
smartly from the effects of the cowhiding, and Mr. 
Nye came out of his hiding place in tiv stable 
after the coast was clear. 

The trouble was not all over yet, however, and 
in about an hour there wasanother ring of the 
door bell. The servant was admonished to be 
careful who she let in, and opened the door ajar, 
when the former visitors pushed forcibly past ber, 
and immediately went to the room of Mr. and Mrs. 
Nye, when the brother dragged the former from 
the bed and gave him another tremendous whack- 
ing, contimuing to apply the stick until he was 
stopped by the proprietor of the house and board- 
ers, who went to the rescue. At this visit the 
mother did not use the hide, but while the son wus 
attacking Nye, gave the daughter a terrible tongue 
lashing. As before; the boarders requested them 
to leave the house, which invitation they finally 
complied with. On turning their attention to the 
injured man, they found that he was badly cut, and 
took him to a neighboring drug store, where his 
wounds were dressed, 

The following morning, the young couple doubt- 
Jess thinking thet their quarters were getting too 
hot for them, quietly left the house, and the fol- 
lowing day their baggage’ was sent for by the por- 
ter of a hotel; the piano being left asa security 
for the board bill.

A Melancholy Romance, 


BROTHER AND SISTER—A STRANGE AND SAD MEFTING 
AFTER YEARS OF SEPARATION. 


From a Detroit paper of the 27th ult., we make 
the subjoined extract, telling a tale as harrowing as 
ever emanated from the fertile brain of the novel- 
ist: About the year 1857, a young and rather 
handsome girl named Sarah Lyttle, then residing 
at Toronto, C. W., was seduced by an actor nam. 
ed Thompson, and, very naturally, after being dis- 
carded by the man who accomplished her ruin, fell 
into all sortsof debauchery. She slowly but ‘sure- 
ly treaded an immoral path and plunged deeper 
and deeper into sin and iniquity. Her father and 
mother, sorrqwing for her departure from a life of 
rectitude, died of broken hearts, and an only 
brother, choosing not to live in a community where 
his sister was regarded as au outcast, went to an 
other locality, and was finally engaged as a teacher 
at Chatham, C. W. Sarah Lyttie in the meantime 
removed to Detroit, and became an inmate of. one 
of the lowest and vilest dens here. For years she 
oscillated between this city, Port Huron and Sag- 
inaw, and has served several terms in the honse of 
correction. She was known among the habitucs of 
the police court as * Saginaw Moll,” and was re- 
pout 4 by that class as a poor, miserable creature, 
without one redeeming quality. Qn Monday night 
she, in company with another weman of equally 
bad reputation, was arrested for being drunk and 
disorderly, and taken to the station-house, at 
which placed she entertained—if we may be per- 
mitted to use the word—a crow of loafers, thiever, 
etc., with her coarse vylgarity and blackguardism. 
During the night a man, who was very loth to give 
his name—a man who had eeen better days—came 
to the city by the Great Western railway, and, be- 
ing without money or friends, sought an asylum 
for the time being in the station. He appeared 
downcast, and for a long time, paid litule attention 
to what was going on Around him. Finally, how- 
ever, his sense of duty compelled him to reprove 
Sarah Lyttle for the outrageous language she. was 
using. She took umbrage at this interfereuce 
with what she evidently considered her preroga- 
tive, and launched a tirade of abuse against him 
that was sufficient to quail the stoutest heart. She 
accompanied her filthy language with a movement 
toward her lodger, and the latter, after a moment’s 
hesitation, exclaimed, « My sister!” and sought 
protection of the doorman at the stdtion. It was 
at. first thought be was insane, but a subsequent in- 
vestigation revealed the fact that the debauched 
woman who was an occupant of the quarters was 
none other than his sister. He proved to be the 
brother referred to above, who left Toronto, pre- 
ferring not to live where he was constantly re- 
minded of the conduct of the principal subject of 
this notice. Sarah Lyttle, although reeking in 
filth and wretchedness, stooped over the now pros- 
trate form of her brother, and ed to con- 
sole him in his‘hour of sadness, but he, after re- 
covering his senses, ‘refused to listen to her, and 
discarded he, forever. At this, apparently, to 
her unexpected turn in the tide of a » her rage 
knew no bounds, and the abuse that she then 
heaped upon him was fearful to think of. In the 
morning he was permitted to go where he pleased, 
and bis debauched sister was sent up for sixty

Four Men and Two Women Severely 
Wounded. — 


AN AFFRAY BETWEEN NEGROES AND WHITES. 

An attentive correspondent at Norfolk, Va., 
sends us the following account of a terrible and 
bioody affray at Portsmouth : About eight o’dlock 
on Thursday night, soon after the dismissal of the 
night watch for their respective beats, the cry of 
ss watch! watch! help! help! ” was heard in the 
direction of Gosport Bridge, and the clamor of 
turbulent voices distinctly evidenced the progress 
of a fearful street fight. The watch in the vicinity 
hurriedly ran to the scene of conflict, and found 
the fight going on in the bar-room called the «Star 
Saloon,”’ kept by a mulatto man by the name of 
Chas. W. Clark. The Lieutenant of the watch, 
Mr. William Hughes, and a posse of the police made 
a rush on the cumbatants, whom they. found to be 
whites and negroes, and succeeded in making sev- 
eral arrests, including Clark and his barkeepers, a 
big, strapping, fiendish-looking negro, and carried 
them off to the lock-up for examination this morn- 
ing. 

The scene that presented itself after the turbu- 
lence was suppressed proved that the tight was one 
of extraordinary violence,-and, judging from the 
results, one of the narrowest possible escapes from 
ap act of murder, Three men were. stabbed and 
wurderously beaten by the stalwart negroes, Mr. 
Robert Reed was cut in the neck and ear and ter- 
ribly beaten on the back of the head with some 
heavy instrument; Mr. Richard Fitzgerald, of Nor- 
folk, had his throat cut from the ear, in the direc- 
tion of the windpipe, about three inches on the left 
side; Mr. Thos, Fergerson, of Norfolk, was badly 
Cut in the neck and head; John Francis, a negro, 
was cut severely about the head; Clark’s wife 
was badly hurt by being thrown over the bridge. 

The ‘Star Saloon” was completely riddled. 
Every vestige of furniture, ornament, bar fixtures, 
glass ware, &c., were smashed into fragments, and, 
in the opinion of a witness, decanters, bottles, and 
glass ware generally, were three inches deep be- 
hind the counter, Bricks, stones, and every con- 
ceivable missile, were hurled at the negro fighters, 
knocking some of them clear into the marsh bebind 
the house. 

The young wen who were wounded were taken 
in charge by their friends, conveyed to places of 
privacy, and there had ‘their wounds attended to 
by good surgical skill, after which they were re- 
moved to their homes. 

For a while after the occurrence, the wildest 
rumors and most intense excitement prevailed 
throughout the city. Whispers of men having 
their throats cut and being thrown overboard by 
the negroes, and all sorts uf exaggerations, were 
ventilated by the alarmists, but happily such deeds 
of violence were without foundation. 

Several hours after the occurrence, the bar-room 
of Clark; in which this violence took place, was 
discovered to be on fire, but whether this had any 
connection with the previous riot, we are unable 
to say. The flames soon consumed the bar-room, 
and communicating to adjoining buildings, burned 
four tenements before its fury was spent. The 
property destroyed belonged to the Maupin estate, 
and,was occupied as follows: Mrs. Martha Hop- 
per, junk store; Mrs, Bell, bar and eating house ; 
Charles W. Clark, bar-room; John Francis, bar- 
ber shop. 

There was no insurance on the property. The 
fire apparatus was on the ground, but could do no 
good for want of hose to conduct water, which was 
within a few feet of the barning pile. 


Another Tragedy in Tennessee. 
A NASHVILLE CORONER KILLED IN A STREET FIGHT 
—-RAKING UP OLD SORES THE CAUSE. 

The citizens of Nashville, Tenn., were thrown 
into great excitement on the 28th ult. by the re- 
port, brought on the Somerville accommodation 
train, that Coroner Erickson, of Nashville, was 
killed in a personal encounter with a young man, 
named Burton, at Somerville, on Thursday, the 
previous day. 

The particulars of the affair are given thus in the 
local papers: Mr. Erickson lived at that town, 
which is about fifty miles from the city, previous 
to the war. He held the office of constabie in that 
village, and for aught we have heard was a good 
citizen. When the war broke out he held his po- 
sition until the Federals took Memphis, when he 
fled to this city, and alterward brought his family. 
Subsequently be acted asa guide for Federal 
scouting parties in the vi of Somerville, and, 
it is alleged, persecuted of his old neighbors 
with great violence, and among others a family 
named Burton. More recently Mr. Erickson be- 
came Coroner in this city. Recently he bought a 
place at Somerville, and last Wednesday moved 
his family out to it. On Thursday he met a young 
man nemed James Burton on the sidewalk, when 
the fatal affray occurred. The immediate com- 
mencement of the affair, it seems, was not wit- 
nessed by any one but themselves. 

One version is that Erickson was expecting an 
attack from Burton, and drew his pistol first in an- 
ticipation. It is geperally agreed that a short, 
fierce struggle took place, each of the parties 
having a derringer pistol in hishand. Both pistols 
were fired, and almost, not quite, simultaneously. 
Both took effect upon the person of Mr. Erickson, 
one entering his head near the upper part of the 
jaw, and the other entering his body lower down. 
Mr. Erickson fell instantly, and died in a short 
time, witbout scarcely speaking a word. 

It.is a mystery to us how both shots struck Mr. 
Erickson. One report is that Burton was discov- 
ered with both the pistols in his hands when Erick- 
son fell, and that he said he had fired both the pis- 
tols. Que peport is that Burton had Erickson 
around the neck ; that as the latter drew his pistol 
Burton shot him with his own pistol, and snatchb- 
ing Erickson’s pistol from his hand, shot him with 
that one also before he fell to the ground. The af- 
fair created much excitement. No arrest had been 
made at last accounts.
